THE RETALIATORY RESOLUTIONS. 


Secretary Manning Writes to Mr. Belinont 
on the Subject. 

WASHINGTON, February 6. — Secretary 
Manning has sent toChairman Belmont, of the 
house foreign aflairs committee, a long and 
carefully prepared letter, in reply to the com- 
mittee’s request for his views with regard to 
the house aud senate retaliation bills, and for 
any suggestions that he may desire to make 
with reference thereto. The secretary reviews 
at length the history of the relations between 
the governments of the United States and Great 
Britain with reference to the privileges of 
United States vessels in Canadian ports, and 
in conclusion says: 

It is much to he regretted that mediwval tari 
laws. like that cruel jegacy of the war which still 
encumpbers the statute books of the United States, 
or the medi val nou-intercourse policy, like that 
of the dominion of Canada,approved by the queen 
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in council on the theshold of her majesty’s jubilee 
year, should be the divided disgrace of our com- 
mon¢ivilization. . Both are obstacl.s to that en- 
larging freer intercourse among the heirs, by kiudred 
blood of one creat heritage of social order, languace, 
laws, and civil liberty, whichis leading here and 
promising everywhere, from century to century, 
the increasing progressof the human race. the 
venerated founcers of this republic contributed to 
that progress its most powerful and well directed 
impetus, by withholding from the federal govern- 
ment the authority to fetter the tureign commerce 
of the people with any export tax, and by en: 
absolute free trade toreveramong the inhabitant 
its states, ‘h new world whi 
into 1e1 ken was the 
of American trcemen, whose laws should bu 
establish and guard their individual liberty.

It behooves the statesmanship 
of our own and coming generations, on either side 
the dividing line, to perceive that this continental 
and imperial policy isnot a visionary hope, but 
is rather in the order of nature 
to which such laws, that we,in our brief time, 
enact, had best conform and give it furtherance. 
The subject to this policy, therefore, even when 
repellingiaggression: avowing thiscommon duty 
aud ultimate destiny, even when responding to an 
offensive non-intercourse policy by offended non. 
intercourse acts, which, atany moment, we are 
more anxious to withdraw from than now willing 
to enter upon, Il submit to yonr committeee, with 
the greatest deference a diaft of a bill, : 

The bill submitted by Secretary Manning 
resembles most that of Mr. Belmont, intro- 
duced in the house January 17. Itauthorizes 
the president, in his discretion, to prohibit by 
proclamation the entrance of Canadian vessels 
to the ports of the United States, and to author- 
ize their seizure and forfeiture, if they attempt 
to enter. It also empowers him to prohibit 
the importation into or transit across this 
country of Canadian goods, cars and vehicles, 
on the penalty of seizure and forfeiture, and to 
appoint a commissioner to take testimony with 
regard to losses and injuries inflicted upon the 
United States fishing vessels since December 
31, 1885, by British or colonial authorities in 
Canadian waters. 

It is understood that in response to Repre- 
sentative Belmont’s resolution, introduced in 
the house about a week ago, the president will 


Shortly lay before congress further correspond- 


ence with the British government, of an ex- 
tremely interesting and important character 
with regard to the Canadian fisheries trouble. 


THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 
Work 


Amount of Important 
Mapped Out. 

WASHINGTON, February 6.—A __ large 
amount of important work has been laid out by 
the senate for the coming week, but the order 
in which the measures are to follow each other 
bas not been fixed. The morning hour of each 
day is to be devoted to the consideration of 
measures which have passed the house, and 
have been reported favorably by senate com- 
mittees. At: o'clock tomorrow the bill grant- 
ing a charter to the Eads ship railway, which 
is unfinished business and will be laid before 
the senate. Should this bil] be passed, it is the 
purpose of the friends of the Nicarauguan 
canal bill to call up that measure as soon as 
possible, holding that the rival projects to 
which these two bills are designed to give gov- 
eTument recognition, should be treated alike 
and impartially. 

feuator Hawley has given notice of his pur- 
pose to call up forthwith one of the two bills 
io cnccurage the manufacture of modern ord- 
hence, to be followed immediately by the 
other. One of these measures relates to army 
and the other to navy ordnance. They were 
introduced by Senator Cameron in December, 
det5,and were reported from the committee 
©n coast defenses last May. The two measures, 
which are parts of one general scheme, appro- 
priate eight million doilars each. An amen‘- 
ment to the one which relates to the army ha; 
been offered by Senator Dolph, and reported 
favorably by the committee on coast defenses, 
proposing a farther appropriatioau of five mil- 
Jions for the construction of coast defenses. 
«The general features of the plan embodied in 
these bills, and the proposed amendment appro- 
priating, twenty-one millions for guns aad 
coast defenses are understood to meet almost 
the unanimous approval of the senate, but 
there may be considerable diversity of opinion 
regarding the details, 

Senator Ingalls intends to call up, as soon as 
possible, his bill repealing the limitation placed 
upon the arrears of the pension act, the effect 
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of which, if passed, will be to entitle each pen- 
sion to back pay from the date of death or dis- 
ability, regardless of the time whem the appli- 
cation was made. 

Senator Hoar, who reported the judiciary 
committee’s substitute for the house resolution 
for investigating the accounts of subsidized 
Pacific railroads, intends to bring the measure 
before the senate for action during the week. 

Senator Plumb has charge of the posteffice 
appropriation bill, which bas the right of way 
whenever he may choose to call it up. 

Wednesday will be devoted to eulogies on 
Senator Logan. 

Tomorrow, for the first time since the holi- 
day recess, the members of the house will 
individually have the opportunity to offer 
motions for the passage of measures, under a 
suspension of the rules. Mr. Bayne, of Penn- 
syivania, will be the first recognized for that 
purpose, if the regular order is followed. When 
the bouse adjourned on the lastindividual sus- 
pension day, he was about to call up for pas- 
sage a bill to repeal tie internal revenue tax on 
tobacco. Possibly he will yield tomorrow to 
some other person to make a similar motion. 

By special order, Tuesday has been set aside 
for the consideration of business reported from 
the committee on foreign affairs, namely, the 
Chinese inidemnity bill and the fisheries retal- 
iation bill, and Thursday will probably be con- 
sumed in the discussion of the diplomatic and 
the consular appropriation bill, and the eonsid- 
eration ofthe naval appropriation bill may also 
be entered upon and displace private business 
on Friday. 

‘he agricultural committee will make an 
effort to secure final action upon the pleuro- 
pneumenia bill during the week. 

Saturday hes been designated for the consid- 
eraticn of the senate trade,dollar redemption 
bill. The reutine of the week, however, n.ay 
be internupted if Mr. Weaver, of lowa, carries 
out his publicly announced intention of rising 
to a question of the highest privilege, and call- 
ing the attention of the house to what he re- 
gaids as a violation of the law onthe part of 
the secretary of the treasury in regard to (the 
issuance of $1 and $2 notes. Such action, on 
his part, would, undoubtedly, give rise toa 
protracted financial debate. 


THE GREAT WRECK. 


Thousands of Persons Visiting the Scene 
of the Disaster, 

Writk RIVER JUNCTION, Vt, February 6.— 
Probably &,000 persons visited the scene of the 
railroad accident teday, The only trains run 
were for the accommodation of the officials and 
for carrying the wounded and the dead. Con- 
sequently, many teams coming from a distance 
of forty and fifty miles, and centering here in 
long processions. Seven or eight bodies were 
today identified by friends, and many heart- 
rendirg scenes were witnessed. It is utterly 
impossible to identify more than 10 orl2 of 
those recovered,the clothing being entirely gone 
and the bodies burned toa crisp. The work of 
recovering the wreckage and bodies has been 
pushed vigorously all day. The ruins have 
been minutely scarched, and probably all re- 
covered thatcan be. The iron work of the 
ars has ail been pulled over’ and 
cleared awey. The total number of bodies 
recovered today is five, one woman 
and feur men. Drs. Grinnell and Bing- 
ham, of Burlington, have today thoroughly 
exemined the remains of the victims thus far 
recovered, for the purpose of ascertamiug the 
number. They report thém to be, up to this

Of these 32 are accounted for as 
above, 35 are in the care of surgeons, one died 
tuday, and nine are left on the same train 
with the uninjured, leaving only four unac- 
ecuntable for. It is understood that there 
were some children without tickets, so the 
above figures may beslightly changed. Every 
aiticle cf clothing, scrap of paper or other 
thing found is being carefully saved for the 
purpose of identification, and parties having 
friends unaccounted for will be afforded every 
means or clue to the identification of the lost 
or unknown. Little idea can be formed of the 
difficulties in the way of obtainting a report of 
the accident that would give the public a cor- 
1ect idea of the condition of things. At the 
time of its occurrence and ever since, the ther- 
mometer has registered from 5 to 1° degrees

COLD WAS INTENSE. 

There are only two orthree farm houses 
within two miles of the wreck, and these are 
filled with wounded. Others are scattered 
along for three or four miles with no means of 
com munication except by train. Alli the road 
officials are on the ground, and everything 
possible is being done for the wounded and the 
dead. Hundreds of people searching for friends 
are here, and nearly every newspaper in 
New England has a representative at the scene 
of the work. Work was suspended at dark 
last night, owing to the severity of the weather, 
but was resumed this morning. The water in 
White river. at place ofthe accident, is not 
more than five or six feet deep, with but little 
current, and the ice is perhaps fourteen inches 
thick. The falling of the cars upon it, and the 
heat of the fire, melted the ice clean, but little 
of the personal effects of the passengers being 
left to reveal the identity of their owners.

There was the most 
brilliant audience representing the art and lit- 
erature of the world, The streets around the 
theatre were crowded throughout the day.

SCENES IN ST. STEPHENS’ CHURCH 
YESTERDAA. 


The Poepie Returning to Their Normal Condition— 
Father Colton Takes Hold of Affairs—fne Com- 
mittee and the Furd-The Sentiment of 
the Pecpie Turning Against Him. 


New York, February 6.—{Special.]—The 
parishioners of St. Stephen’s church did not 
attend the masses in large numbers teday, but 
there were fewer indications of the recent 
difficulties. Father Colton conducted the 
early mass, and preached at high mass. Father 
Donnally was not present at the church dur- 
ing the day, but officiated at St. Michael’s. 
After making the ordinary announcements 
before the sermon, Father Colton alluded to 
the collection taken gp on the first 
Sunday of the month for the benefit of the 
church, and asked his hearers to respond to 
them with their usual generosity. “You have 
the power and the strength to do so, lam 
sure,”’ he continued, “judging from the fiman- 
cial statement that appears this morning, 

. . . . - 
which is certainly a most creditable one. 
It shows that your’ generosity has, 
within three years, made it possible to pay up 
$142,000 of the indebtedr ess of the chureh. If 
you will continue in the future, as you have 
done in the pest, it willoniy be a few years 
when vour church will be free from all debt.” 
He made an earnest appeal for charitable treat- 
ment for himself and aid in his church work. 

At the close of his sermon, Fathers Colton, 
Callahan and Laughlan went around the 
church with the baskets. The congregation 
contributed liberatly, and a large collection 
was taken. .On all the pews were distributed 
the financial statement of the church. 

THE COMMITTEE TALKS, 

The committee appointed at the mass meet- 
ing of Roman Catholics in Cooper Union, on 
January 17, to decide in what way Dr. Mc- 
Givnn’s supporters conld best show their 
respect and gratitude to him, has issued an 
address to Catholics, calling upon them to co- 
operate in the work of sustaining Dr. McGlyan 
Seeneseny: The committee say: 

br. McGlynn has been deprived of his sacred 
citce, not tor any violation of his duty as a priest, 
but because of bis views on economic subjects. Dr. 
McGlynn has taught that land is the common prop- 
erty of the people. Neither council nor pope has 
condemned this proposition, and catholics, both 
priest and laymen, are as free to accept it as to ac- 
cept any other proposition which the church has 
not condemned. 

The address continres: 

“Is Dr. McGlynn alone among the clergy of the 
church in teaching this doctrine? No. It has 
been taught for years past by illustrious 
Catholic bishops. Archbishop Croke, Archbishop 
Walsh, Bishop Nulty and Bishop Duggan have pro- 
claimed that the land belongsto the people. The 
committee finds that Dr. McGlynu is punished for 
the part he has taken in American policies, 

The address says further: 

And not only this: Heis punished for 
iaken a side in policies net agreeable to Archbishop 
Conmigan, lie was not punished or censured: for 
pubiicly supporting the Cleveland party at the last 
presidential evection, nor was Monsignor Preston 
censured or pumbshed for supporting the Tammany 
ring at the last mayoralty election. It was only 
when he had a wordtosay for the oppressed people 
of Ireland, or the oppressed ‘working men of 
America, that Dr. DeGlynun was censured and pun- 
ished by his ecclesiastical superiors, Is 
this system to be tolerated in America? 

It has not been tolerated in Ireland. Shall 
‘merican Catholies tolerate it? We are good and 
lowul Catholies, end we are resolved to be trna t 
our church, but we are aiso American citizens, and 
we are resolved to suffer no invasion of our rights 
es such, no matter from what quarter attempted, 

S¥NTIMENT ON M’GLYNN’S LETTER. 

Dr. MetGilynn’s warmest and most radical 
friends are highly pleased with his statemont. 
Many Catholic admirers of his, however, are 
disappointed because he seems determined not 
to go to Rome and defend himself there. John 
D. Crimmins, ex-park commissioner, and an 
eld friend of the doctor's, was disappointed in 
the statement, and did not think it answered 
the archbishop. 

There is no doubt but that the drift is now 
turning agsinst McGlynn. The members of 
the committee do not want toacknowledge de- 
feat, and will drop out quietly as time passes. 
The action of McGlyun in vublishing the pri- 
vate and privileged communications, addressed 
to him by his superior, in which references are 
made to others, is looked upon as an inexcusa- 
ble breach of contidence. Hislong and per- 
sistent defiance of the archbishop’s wishes 
show him to be a man whose self-importance 
outweighs his sense of official duty. The Mc- 
Glynn incident may now be considered at an 
end. 
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MRS. GRAHAM ALIVE. 


A Eogus Body, a Huge Conspiracy and an In- 
nocent Man Lynched, 

Boston, February 6.—The Globe prints an 
article signed by one of its staff correspondents 
disclosing the details of what is one of the most 
heartless conspiracles in the annals of crime, 
and which immeasurably strengthens the old 
adage that fiction stands no chance when trath 
is up, dressed, and ready for business. The in- 
formation came direct from relatives, who have 
been for months at work onthe plot. Some 
months ago the news was flashed over the 
country that Mrs. Emma Molloy, the noted 
temperance apostle, known and _ loved 
by thousands, had been accused of 
most immoral practices, had been an 
associate of social lepers, an accomplice of 
prison cenvicts and a partner to brutal 
murder. In her work thronghout the west 
Mrs. Molloy visited many penal institutions, 
exerting a salutary influence, and was prone 
to speak of her prison boys with whom she 
regularly corresponded. One of these was 
Geo. Graham, serving a sentence for robbery. 
For him Mrs. Molloy secured a pardon and 
placed him on a farm at Springfield, Mo., 
which property was a gift to her from friends. 
During Graham’s incarceration his wife had 
procured a divorcee. At the farm Graham met, 
wooed and won Cora Lee, Mrs. Molloy’s 
adopted daughter. It soon trans- 
pired that, prior to his meeting with 
Cora, Grabam had entered into a matrimonial 
alliance with his divorced wife. The latter 
soon appeared on the field and constérnation 
reigned. 

In the course of time she disappeared, and 
there was no trace of her until a badly de- 
composed body was found in-a well on the 
Molloy farm. This body was identified by the 
clothing as that of the first Mrs. Graham. 
George Graham, Cora Lee and Mrs. Molloy 
were arrested and tried for murder. Graham’s 
testimony implicated himeelf and the two 
women. He also testified that he had been on 
terms of undue intimacy with Mrs. Molloy. 
The latter proved a partial alibi and was 
ultimately discharged. Graham was taken 
from jail by a moband lynched. Mra. Molloy 
employed detectives upon the case and 
after months of labor they now assert that Mrs. 
Grabam is alive, and that the body found in 
the well was exhumed, clothed in Mrs. Gra- 
haim’s garments, and placed in the well as the 
result of a. conspiracy. When Sarah Graham 
was first missed, it was given out that she had 
gone to the Pacific slope to see a brother nam- 
ed Gorham, who is a soldier ia the regular 
srmy. Detectives were sent to the west to 
searcn for her. The commander of the post 
where Gorham is stationed was communicated 
with and gave iniportant aid. It was found 
that a woman answering the descrip- 
tion of farah Graham was in _ regular 
correspondence with Gorham. This un- 
kuown female passed as Mrs. Blank. Her 
abiding place was ascertained to be in & 
small village in Wyoming territory. In 
the same yJlage lives a second woman whose 
real name Is Blank. Into her hands fell a let- 
ter intended for the bogus Mrs. Blank, and io 
the search for the real owner of the missive it 
cani¢ out that said owner was taking extracr- 
dirsry pains toconcal her identity; tuat she

visited the postoftice only at hours when least 
able tv be observed, always approaching through 
@ reer street and entering by a side door. Hav- 
ing; lost one letter, she gave the postmaster ex- 
pliclé instructions regarding her mail, aud also 
gave him. the postmarks which her letters 
would bear. Detectives showed a photo- 
gieph of Sarah Graham to this postmaster, and 
he immediately identified the photograph as 
that ef the mysterious Mra. Blank. The 
present whereabouts of the woman is known, 
and a series of arrests is prophesied in the near 
future. The motives for this conspirazy, which 
resulted in Graham’s lynching and the tarnish- 
ing of Mrs, Molloy’s fair name, is said to have 
been a quarrel between Gorham and Graham 
regarding the disposition of certain spoils and 
Mrs. Graham's wrath because her husband had 
bestowed his hand upon another woman.

The 
boarders noticed that she would invariably 
leave the table abruptly as soon as the porter 
announced the arrival of a drummer. She

and had never attempted to sell any books 
while here. This afternoon, as the up train 
from Atlanta arrived, two gentlemen alighted, 
and aftera hurried conversation one of them 
approsched the depot agent, and asked him if 
@ young lady by the above name 
was in town. He appeared very 
nervous and hurried over to the hotel, where 
be asked of the landlady an interview with 
Miss Martin. He was granted it, and the scene 
that ensued may be imagined. They were 
marricd secretly three weeks ago, and about 
five days thereafter she left them under 
pretense of visiting a sick 
relative in North Carolina, but instead 
of going there she came here, for what reason 
no one here knows. The husband of a few 
days was nefrly distracted, and after a short 
time began 
AN UNWEARIED SEARCH 
for her whereabouts. On going to Atlanta he 
discovered a clew, which brought him to this 
town. He was accompanied by the distin- 
guished state senator from Douglasville, 
who acted as his legal adviser. The senator 
talked rather reticently, but we were able 
to discovera few facts from him. She went, it 
seems, to Douglasville about a month ago, and 
there secured quite a large music class. She 
stopped at the hotel where her present hus- 
band boarded. It seems to be a case of

as they were married in less than two weeks 
after they first met.

WIFE. 


The Mother of Tom Dalton Tells the Story ot How 
Her Son Was Lured Away—An Interesting 
ZEpistie—The Sensation tm Memphis— 

The Presence of the Ladies. : 


Mempuis, Tenn., February 6.—[Special.]— 
The interest in the Dalton case, which has 
been on trial for the past week, and which will 
come toa conclusion tomorrow, remain una- 
bated. J.T. Daiton was killed by Mr. Polk 
for intimacy with his wife, and the present 
case is against Polk for the crime of murder. 
The most notable incident of the trial was the 
introduction of the lady witnesses. It was 
known as “Ladies’ day.” The attorney-gen- 
eral wrote subpeenas by the half dozen, bear- 
ing the names of well known ladies of this 
city, which were given to depnty sheriffs with 

nstructions to serve instantly. It was also 
known that the state would introduce in re- 
buttal a number of letters alleged to have been 
written by Mrs. Polk to Dalton, and the ex- 
pectation ct the crowd was raised toa high 
pitch by the prospect of this new dish of scan- 
dal. 

Mrs. Mary J. Dalton, the mother of the de- 
ceased, was called. She was dressed in deep 
mourning, and her face gave evidence of deep 
sorrow. She testified as follows: “I lived on 
Eliiott street in 1885, next door to Mr. J. R. 
Gedwin. Wemoved therein April, 1883. J. 
T. Dalton would have been twenty-five years 
old on the 6th of next May. He was my only 
son. He was ashoe clerk, but before that he 
was a cash boy at Leubrie’s and at Menkin’s. 
He wes a little over twenty-one years old 
when he first met Mrs. Polk. She was married 
at that time, and older than Re. I have heard 
Mrs. Polk and my son talking together; he 
was at the window of his room, and she at the 
window of the room in Mr. Godwin’s house 
across the alley. They frequently talked there 
during the summer of 1885, after Mrs. Godwin 
left ; I think Mrs. i left 
about the Ist of The 
Misees Dunnavant spent a week there during 
Mrs. Godwin’s absence. After my son got up 
from his sickness, Mrs. Polk would come over 
and talk, and frequently invited him over to 
see her. We saw they were becoming entirely 
too intimate. I therefore wrote her a note beg- 
ging her to stop it, if not for her own sake, at 
least for her mother’s, and also told her that if 
she didn’t stop it I would tell Mr. Polk. Mrs. 
Polk gave my son the note and he come and 
tere it up in my presence. I had heard Mrs, 
Polk whistle to my son and call over, “Tom, 
jet’s go riding.” Then she threw over a pack- 
ege of cravats: he went out, and soon after- 
werd she went out, heavily veiled. I have 
heard her tell my son that the minute she laid 
eyes on him she could tell his mother and his 
aunt had been Jecturing him; and she wonld be 
a motherand an aunt and asweetheart, too, to 
him. Before my son knew Mrs. Polk he wasa 
rard-working boy and provided for his family. 
Mrs. Polk nearly always spoke of her husband 
as ‘Rowdy.’ I hada conversation with Mr. 
Gedwin, at his house, on Elloitt street, about 
allowing my son to return here.”’ 

Mrs. Daiton’s festimony was very lengthy. 
Among other things, she said she found sev- 
eral letters in Tom’s valise which she took pos- 
session of. General Chalmers, at this stage, 
offered the letters in evidence. Quitea dis- 
cussion followed, the defense claiming let- 
ters were forgeries, and it was finally cided 
that an expert should examtue the letters, with 
one ecknowlcdged to have been written by 
Mrs. Polk to Mrs. Tyrus, and if they cor- 
responded, Judge DuBose said he would ad- 
mit them.

Why he went away 
as be did was a further mystery. for he could 
not have foreseen that anything: was going to 
happen.

A DRUGSTORE BURNED. _ 


An Early Morning Fire Alarm In the Cen- 
tral City. 

Macon, Ga., February 6.—[Special.]—At 7 
9. m., today, the Sabbath stillness of the city of 
Macon was disturbed by a fire alarm. It took 
some time to get the department out, and the 
blaze had assumed alarming proportions before 
the water began playing upon it. The fire 
was first discovered by inmates of the Wil- 
bourne house, corner of Fourth and Plum 
streets, opposite the Brown house, Flames 
were discovered issuing from the upper por- 
tion of the rear of a single story brick building 
in the same block, occupied by Robert V. 
Nottingham as a drugstore. 

The origin of the fire is involved in mystery, 
but it is supposed to have been caused by a flue 
that runs through the loft, as the flames were 
first seen near where this flue passes through 
the building. 

Blazing embers ion, nee from the charred 
ceiling and fell in some boxes and barrels filled 
with straw and packing material, and the 
blaze sprang upward like a flash as the alarm 
was given. 

When the firemen reached the scene they 
began playing on the front of the building and 
the interior was soon flooded. The big plate 
glass windows were smashed, and the rooms 
trom floor to celing deluged. The flames were 
soon extinguished but the stock was ruined by 
water, and the building pretty badly damaged 
by the same means, 

Mr. Nottingham carried a stock valued at 
about $2,500, while the drugs, including patent 
medicines, perfumery and toilet articles, were 
not badly broken nor any of them burned; 
they were soshaken up and knocked about 
with water that they are rendered compara- 
tively valueless. 

The stock was insured for §$1,500 witli Con- 
ner, The building was damaged several hun- 
dred dollars, and is fully covered by iusur- 
ance. 

The building is owned by Mrs. Wilbourne. 
The hotel above was threatened with destruc- 
tion, and had not the fire department rendered 
prompt and efficient service a disastrous con- 
fiegration would have ensued.

Needed Improvements on Mayor Hulls 
Beautiful Legacy. 

Macon, Ga., February 6.—[Special.|—I 1s 
perhaps attributable to the singular lack of 
taste, or that keen appreciation of the beauti- 
ful, that Mayor Huff’s beautiful legacy is al- 
lowed to fall into a state of semi-dilapidation 
and decay. The city park is as fair a tract of 
land as can be found in the state. Lying as it 
does, broadside to the Yellow Ocmulgee and in 
the triangle termed by the Central, East Ten- 
nessee. Virginia and Georgia and thie Coving- 
ton and Macon railroads, level asa prairie and 
studded with the most majestic specimens of 
the original forest growth, it might easily be 
made one of the most beautiful pleasure 
grounds accessible-to any city in the country. 

Instead of this, it is surrounded by a rickety 
and breken board fence, that naturally suggests 
to the visitor the un-kept condition of the inside 
of the enclosure. Itaddsto the shabby and 
slovenly aspect of the park itself, and should 
be bettered or removed altogether. The build- 
ings inside are dilapidated and uneared for: 
the paint streaked and peeling off from the 
warped and twisted walls, and the whole con- 
struction too unsymmetrical to be artistic, and 
too poor and commonplaceto be even pictur- 
esque. ‘The park keeper rakes up and burns 
the leaves in the spring, and runs a mowing 
machine over the beautiful green grass plats in 
the summer. His ideasas well as those of 
the city fathers, run more on the utile 
than the duleie side of the question. 

Rickety, dilapidated, battered and uncouth, 
the council is about to offer it to the state fair 
association as a permanent location for the an- 
nual fairs. They agree to keep up the fencing, 
etc., and to police the grounds and to supply 
water for sprinkling, provided the association 
furnishes its own sprinkler, in times of dust 
and drouth, If they sueceed in making the 
contract, as there is little doubt they will, 
they should set about improving the grounds 
at the earliest practicable day.

The strangest 
part of the story is this: Workmen and labor- 
ers, persons living around and employed at the 
mill where the tragedy occurred, assert posi- 
tively that Furlong’s spirit or ghost stalks forth 
nearly every night, prowls around the mill 
building and seems sometimes to be examining 
the machinery. Quite a number of negroes 
claim to have met the ghost on the railroad 
track and around the mill at odd times.

WHITE COUNTY SCOURED 


And Two Noted Moonshiners Brought In 
and Jailed. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., February 6,--[Special. ]-- 
Deputy Collector John R. Ware and Deputy 
Marshal F. F. Cape made & raid into White 
county searching for moonshiners, on the night 
of the 3d instant, leaving Gainesville at 9p. m. 
and reaching their destination at 3 a.m., Feb- 
ruary 4th. They surprised the ownersand ma- 
nipulators of an illicit distillery about day- 
light, seizing still, cap, worm and general out- 
fits, and about 1,700 gallons of beer. They 
also captured Ben Allison and John Henson, 
who were brought defore Commissioner J. B. 
Gaston, Gainesville, Allison was bound over 
in a $500 bond, which he gave and was (dis- 
charged. Henson’s bond was fixed at $299, 
which he failed to give and was committed to 
Fulton county jail. 


THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


Lawrenceville Building up a Good Trade 
Under the New Order of Things. 
From the Gwinnett, Ga., Herald. 

An election was held in this county several 
years since, on the question of prohibition, 
under a special bill which we think was better 
than the general prohibition act passed bythe 
legislature, because it provided for a restricted 
sale of spirituous and malt liquors. It was de- 
feated by a small majority in the county. The 
situation in this county, since that date, is that 
the county commissioners have refused to 
grant license to retail, in quantities less than 
one gallon and license can only be procured 
for sale in quantities of one gallon or more. 
In incorporated towns the anthority is vested 
in the town authorities to regulate this traftic. 

In all the towns except Lawrenceville the 
trafticis regulated either by the charter or by 
special legislative enactment. In Lawrence- 
ville the town council regulates the license,and 
for several years have fixed retail license at 
$250 per annum. 

Under this rule we have had from three to 
four bar-rooms, and we presume they have 
found it profitable, or they wouid not continue 
the business. The fact that several of the ad- 
joining counties have adopted prohibition has 
run a large trade to this county, and we are in- 
formed that government distilleries are being 
erected in nearly every section of the connty, 
and the prospect is that the number will be 
largely increased within the next six months. 


Gold in McDuffie.

In McDuffie county the gold mine fever is 
raging, especially is thisso in the neighbor- 
hood of Colonel Smith and Mr. Wm. Woodall. 
It is understood that Colonel Smith’s mine is 
paying handsomely, while Mr. Woodali has a 
mine of ore of which has assayed twenty-nine 
dollars per ton.

PREACHED IN BROOKLYN TABER- 
NACLE Y&STERDAY. 


Rtv. T, DeWitt Talmage Preaches a Great Sermon 
From the Subject: “Pillars of Smoke,” From the 
Text: “Who is This That Cometh Ont of 
Wilderness Like Pillars of Smoke?” 


BROOKLYN, February 6.—{Special.|—Today 
was moving day in the Brooklyn tibernacie, as 
the annual pool letting has just occurred ani 
many have changed places. This church com- 
bines the two plans of pew rentil acd free 
church. The rented pews this year yiell an 
advance on all previous years, so that the in- 
come will be about $32,010. But about two 
thousand sittings sre always kept free, so that 
noone may complain that he cannot worship 
here for lack of means. This morning Profes- 
sor Browne rendered an organ solo, first sonata 
in D minor by Ritter, and the congregation 
sang the hymn: 

“Our God, our help in ages past, 
Our hope for years to come.”’ 

The subject of the sermon was “Pillars of 
Smoke,’ and the text was taken from Solomon’s 
Song, Chron. iii, vy. 6: “Whe is this that cometh 
out of the wilderness like, pillars of smoke?’ 
Dr. Talmage said: 

The architecture of the smoke is woudrous, 
whether God with his finger curls it into a 
cloud, or rounds it into a dome, or points it in 
& Spire, or spreads it in a wing, or, as in the 
text, hoists itina pillar. Watchit windingup 
from the country farmhouse in the early morn- 
ing, Showing that the pastoral industries have 
begun; or see it ascending from the chimneys 
of the city, telling of the homes fed, the facto- 
ries turning out valuable fabric, the printing 
presses preparing book and newspaper, and all 
the ten thousand wheels of work in motion. 
On aclear day this vapor spoken of mounts 
with such buoyancy, and spreads sach a deli- 
cate veilacross the sky,and traces such grace- 
fal lines of circle and semi-circle, and waves, 


r and tosses, and sinks, and soars, and scatters 


with such attluence of shape, and color, and 
suggestiveness, that if you have never noticed 
if you are like a man who has all 
his life lived in Paris and _ yet 
never seen the Luxembourg, and all his life 
in Rome, and never seen the vatican, and all 
his life at Lockport and never eeen Niagara. 
Forty-four times the Bible speaks of the smoke, 
and it is about time that somebody preaches a 
sermon recognizing this strange, weird, bean- 
tiful, elastic, charming, terrific and fascinating 
vapor. Across the Bible sky floats the smoke 
of Sinai, the smoke of Sodom, the smoke of Ai, 
the smoke of the pit, the smoke of the volcanic 
bills when God touches them, andin my text 
the glorious church vf God coming up oat of 
the wilderness like pillars of smoke. 

In the first place, these pillars of smoke in 
my text indicate the suffering the church of 
Ged has endured, Whatdo I mean by the 
ecburch? I mean not a building, not a sect, but 
those who, in all ages and all lands, and of all 
beliefs, love God and aretrying to do right. 
For many centuries the heavens have been 
bisck with the smoke of martyrdom. 
If set side by side you could girdle the earth 
with the fires of persecution. Rowland 
Taylor burned at Hadleigh; Latimer burned ai 
Oxford: BJohn Rogers burned at Smithfield; 
John Hooper burned at Gloucester; John Hass 
burned at Constance; Lawrence Saunders burn- 
ed at Coventry; Joan of Arc, burned at Rouen. 
Protestants have sometimes pointed to the 
Catholics as persecutors, but both Protestant 
and Catholic have practiced infamous crael- 
ties, The Catholics, during the reign of Hun- 
neric were by the Potestants put to the worst 
tortures, stripped or their clothing, hoisted in 
the air by pulleys with weights suspending 
from their feet, then let down, and ears and 
eyes, nose and tongue were amputated, and 
red-hot plates of iron were pit against the 
tenderest part of their . bodies. George Ban- 
croft, the historian. says cf the state of Mary- 
land: “In the land which Cotholics had 
opened to [Protestants mass might not 
be said publicly; no Catholic 
priest or bishop might utter his faith ina voice 
of persuasion; no Catholic might teach the 
young. Ifawayward child of a Papist would 
but become an apostate the law wrested for 
him from his parents a share of their property. 
Such were the methods adopted to prevent the 
growth of Popery.” Speaking of Ireland, Ban- 
croft, the historian, says: “Such priests as were 
permitted to reside in Ireland were required to 
be registered, and were kept like prisoners at 
large within prescribed limits. All Papists ex- 
ercising ecclesiastical jurisdiction, all monks, 
friars and regular priests, and all priests not 
then actually in parishes and to be registered, 
were ban’sied from Ireland under pain of 
transportation, and, on return, of being hanged, 
drawn and quartered.” 

Catholicism as well as Protestantism has had 
its martyrs. It does seem as if when any one 
sect got complete dominancy in any land the 
devil of persecution and cruelty took posse3- 
sion of that sect. Then see the Catholics after 
the Huguenots. See the Gentiles after the 
Jews in Touraine, where a great pit was dug 
and fire lighted at the bottom ofthe pit, ani 
one hundred and sixty Jewish victims were 
consumed. See the Presbyterian parliament of 
England, more tyrannicalin their treatment 
of opponents than had been the criminal courts. 
Persecution: against the Baptists by Pedo- 

saptists. Persecutions of the established 
church against the Methodist church. Perseca- 
tion against the Quakers. Persecution against 
the Presbyterians. Under Emperor 
Diocletian one hundred and forty-four 
thousand Christians were massacred, aud seven 
hundred thousand more of them died from 
banishment and exposure. Witness the sufler- 
ings of the Waldenses, of the Albigenses, of the 
Nestorians. Witness St. Bartholemew’s mas- 
sacre. Witness the Duke of Alva driving ont 
of life eighteen thousand Christians. Witness 
Herod, and Nero, and Decius, and Hildebrand, 
and Torquemada, and Earl of Montford, and 
Lord Claverhouse, who, when told that he 
must give account for his cruelties, said: “I 
have no need to account to man, and as for 
God I will take Him in my own hands.” A 
red line runs through the church history of 
nineteen hundred years, a line of blood. Not 
by the hundreds of thousands, but by the mill- 
ions must we count those slain for Christ's 
sake. No wonder John Milton put the groans 
of the martyrs to an immortal tune, writ- 
ng: , 

“Avenge,O Lord, thy slaughtered saints, whose

Lie scattered on the Alpine mountains cold.

Ask that wife whose husband makes 
her fondness for the house of God and even her 
kneeling prayer by the bedside a derision and 
is nomore fit for her holy companionship 
than a filthy crow would be 
fit companion for a robin or 4 
golden oriole. Compromise with the world 
and surrender to its conventionalities, and it 
may let you alone. But all who will live godly 
in Christ Jesus must suffer persecution. Bea 
theater-going, card-playing, wine-drinking, 
round-dancing Christian, and you may escape 
criticism and social pressure. But be an up 
and down, out and out followerof Christ, and 
woridiing will wink to worldling as he spesks 
your name, and you will be put in manya 
deggerel and snubbed by those not worthy to 
blecken your oldest shoes. When the bridge 
at Ashtabula broke and let down the most of 
the carload of passengers to instant death, Mr. 
P. P. Bliss was seated on one side of the aisle 
of the car writing down a Christian song which 
he was composing, and on the other sidea 
group of men were playing cards. Whose 
landing place in eternity would you prefe, 
that of P. P. Bliss, the gospel singer, or of the

bight by night, then it we be well if the 
ladies’ hats were a mile high so as to complete- 
ly obstruct the vision. If professed Christians 
go to such places during the week no one wil!

have none and they are the joke of hell. But 
let them live a consecrated and Christian life 
and they wil! soon run against sneering oppo- 
sition. For a compromise Christian character 
an easy time now, but for consecrated behavior 
grimace and caricature. For the body, thanks 
to the God of free America, there are now no 
swords or fiery stakes, but for the souls of 
thousands of the good, in a figurative sense, 
rack and gibbetand Torquemada. The symbol 
of the domestic and social and private and 
public suffering of a great multitude of God's 
dear children, pillars of smoke. 

What an exciting scene in India when dur- 
ing the Sepoy rebellion a regiment of High- 
landers came up and found the dead body of 
one of General Wheeler's daughters, who had 
been insulted and maaled and slain by the 
Sepoys. So great was the wrath against 
these murderers that the Scotch regiment 
sat down, and cutting off the hair of 
this dead daughter of General Wheeler, they 
divided it among them, and each one counted 
the number of the hairs given him, and each 
took an oath, which was executed, that for 
each hair of the murdered daughter they would 
dash out the life of a miserable Sepoy. Bat as 
we look over the story of those who in all ages 
have suffered for the truth, while we leave 
vengeance to the Lord, let us band together in 
one solemn vow, one tremendous oath, after 
baying counted the host of martyrs, that for 
each one of those glorious m?n and women who 
died for the truth, an immortal soul shall live 
—live with God and live forever. 

But asI already hinted in the first sentence 
of thissermon, nothing can be more beautiful 
than the figures of smoke on aclearsky.

Her mission is to cover .the 
earth with a supernatural gladness, to open all 
the prison doors, to balsamall the wounds, to 
moss all the graves, to burn up the night io 
the fire place ofa great morning, to change 
iron handcuffs into diamonded wristlets, to 
turn the whole race around, and, whereas it 
faced death, commanding it, ‘Right about face 
for heaven!’ According tothe number of the 
spires of the churchesin all our cities, towns 
and neighborhoods, are the good homes, the 
worldly prosperities and the pure morals and 
the happy souls. 

Meet meatany depot the world over, and 
with my eyes closed, take mo by the hand and 
lead me so that my feet will not stumble, and 
without my once looking down, or looking oa 
the level, take me tosome high roof or tower 
and let me see the top3 ofthe churches, and I 
will tell you the proportion of suicides; of ar- 
sons, of murders, of thefts. According as the 
churches are numerous are the crimes few. 
According as the churches ave few the crimes 
are numerous. The most beautiful organiza- 
ticn the world ever saw or ever will see, is the 
much-maligned church, the friend of all good, 
the foe of ali evil, “fair as the moon and clear 
as the sun.” Beautiful in her author, beauti- 
ful in her mission, the heroine of the centu- 
ries, the bride of Christ, the queen of the na- 
tions. There are hundreds of kindly 
institutions, some caring for  inebri- 
ates, some for the crippled, some 
for the imbecile, sone for the 
misled, some for the blind, but the church is 
the mother of all these kindly institutions.

Take her 
membership as a mass, not speaking of the ac- 
knowledged exceptions, they are the noblest, 
grandest, kindest, best mem and women of the 
ages. But for them the earth would long ago 
have been a burned-out volcano. They have 
been the salt that has kept the human race 
frem putrefaction insuiferable either to human 
or angelic olfactories. You lying and hypo 
critical world, shut up those slanders about the 
church @f Christ. an institution which, 
far from being what it out tobeand never 
pretending to be perfect, is five hundred 
times better than any other institution that 
the world ever saw or ever dreampt of. The 
highest honor I ever had, and the highest 
honor I shall ever receive, and the highest 
honor I ever want, isto have my name on her 
records as a member, At her altars I repented. 
At her sacraments! believed. In her service 
let me die. From her doors let me be buried, 
Oh church of God! Thou home ofthe right- 
eous! Thou harbor from tempest! Thou ref- 
uge forthe weary!

It has been known tor some time that the 
Spanish government isin an irritable frame 
of mind because the president has abrogated 
the commercial treaty recently negotiated 
by Mr. Foster. As everybody knows, the 
terms of that treaty were altogether in favor 
of Spain; there was no element of réciprocity 
init. Consequently it was a very big thing 
for thatcounty. Since its abrogation, there 
has been a persistent attempt on the part of 
the Spanish attorneys who hold important 
positions in the American department of 
state to have the treaty reinstated. 

Now we are told that the Spanish minis- 
ter hasa secret understanding with Mr. 
Bayard by means of which the president’s 
proclamation suspending the treaty is ren- 
dered practically null and void. Is this 
secret understanding authorized by the 
presidentor by congress? Or is therea 
secret understanding atall? It may be that 
thé Spanish minister is merely taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunity offered him by 
the Havana paper to slander the American 
secretary of state. 

The threat ofthe Spanish minister that 
his government proposes to carry its point 
by a system of reprisals will be a very wel- 
come announcement to all who desire to see 
our navy puton arespectable footing and 
our coast defenses put in order. We need 
no standing army, but we do need a respect- 
able navy. The American republic cannot 
afford to be represented by useless hulks 
and cruisers that excite the contempt of 
even the smallest powers. Now that there 
isno longer room for republican jobbery, 
let us have a navy that the world will be 
compelled to respect. _ 


How Twenty-five Men Built a City. 

Yesterday we gave our readers the won- 
derful story of Minneapolis. 

The point may be made that the north- 
west enjoys conditions which make such 
thivgs possible, but that such rapid and al- 
most magical development cannot be hoped 
for in the south. 

This is all wrong. The policy of pulling 
together makes everything possible. Let 
us take the case of Durham, North Carolina. 
In 1865 Durham was a hamlet with 90 in- 
habitants. Today it is a beautiful and 
flourishing city of 7,500 people. 

In 1+65 the assessed value of its real es- 
tate was $10,000, and in 1885 it was $3,236,- 
000. In twenty years the increase was 3,- 
2x6 per cent. The as:essment is less than 
one half the cash value of the property" 

There is no floating debt, and the bonded 
debt is on)y $15,000. The city tax is one- 
half of one per cert on the $100, and the 
state and county tax ig the same, making a 
total of one per cent. As the assessed valine 
is less than one half the actua! cash value, 
the rate of taxatioa is only one feurth of one 


men Ou actually cecupied in any negotia- 


per cent on the real value of the - prop2rty. 

In 1870 Durham had no banking capital; 
in 1885 it was $850,000 and 1886 found the 
place paved with stone and lighted with 
electricity, with a fine system of water 
works under construction. There is a gri- 
ded@ school with five hundred pupils, and 
two private institutions. The city has one 
daily newspaper and two weeklies. There 
are eight churches, three Methodist, three 
Baptist, one Presbyterian, and one Protes- 
tant Episcopal. 

This model city has twenty three manu- 
facturing establishments, employing a capi- 
tal of $25,000 in 1870, and $2,170,000 in 
1885, turning out products to the value of 
$3,088,000, The increase of manufacturing 
capital in fifteen years has been %65 per cent, 
or an average of 57 per cent per annum. 
The number of white operatives is 1,047, 
colored, 468; total, 1,515. The increase in 
the number of operatives for the nine 
months ending Sept. 30th, 1886, was forty 
per cent, and the present roll is $60,000 per 
month. 

When we look for the cause of this re- 
markable increase in population, produc- 
tion and wealth in so short a period, it will 
be seen that some of the Minneapolis meth- 
ods have been adopted. 

Durham organized its public spirit into a 
‘common wealth club,’’ whose twenty tive 
members represent a majority of the capital, 
business and enterprise of the city. The 
members suggest improvements, and in- 
vestments, and by united action secure 
them. 

Here is another lesson for Atlanta, By 
organization and united action these twenty 
five citizens of Durham have ‘builded a 
city’’ in the brief space of twenty years. 

Atlanta has already in her ‘‘manufact- 
ures’ association’’ an organization which is 
capable of producing great results. If this 
association is vigorously backed by our 
strong men we may confidently expect to 
double the value of our real estate in a few 
years, and see a thrifty population of 100,- 
000 souls. Pulling togother will do it.

Prohibitionist. Anniston, Ala.: Please give 
an outline of the high license bills now under con- 
si€cration in New York and Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Crosby’s bill, presented in the assembly at 
Albany last week, provides for a license fee of not 
less than $30 nor more than $150in towns and vil- 
lages, and raises the limit to $250 in cities of less 
than 500,000 inhabitants. For cities larger than 
this a fee of not less than $1,000 is prescribed for a 
general retail liquor license, $00 for malt liquors, 
wine and cider, $100 for beer and $100 for store- 
keepers’ license, the liquor not to be drunk on the 
premises. The bill reported favorably inthe Penn. 
sylvania house makes saloon lizenses of the. first 
class $600, and grades them down to $300, 


Preserving the Dead, 

Inquirer, Greenville, Miss: Was the art of 
embaiming successfully practiced in the olden 
times ? 

‘The ancient Egyptians knew more about it than 
anybody else. In speaking of the preservation of 
dead bodies, Gaillard’s Medical Monthly says that 
Edward I, whodiedin 1307, was found not de- 
eayed 465 years subsequently. The flesh on the 
face was a little wasted, but not putrid. The body 
of Canute, who died in 1017, was found fresh in 
1766. Those of William the Conquerorand his wife 
were perfect in 1522. In -1569 three Roman sol- 
diers, in the dress of their country, fully equipped 
with arms, were dug ont of a peat mass 
near Aberdeen. They were quite fresh and plump 
after a lapse of about 1,500 years. In 1717 the bod- 
ies of Lady Kilsyth and her infant were embalm- 
ed. In 1796 they were found as perfect as in the 
hour when they were embalmed. Every feature 
and limb was full. The infant’s features were as 
com posed as if he hadonly been asleep for eighty 
years. His color wasas fresh and hisflesh as plump 
and full asin the perfect glow of health. The smile 
of infancy andinnocence wason his lips. At a lit- 
tle distance it was difficult to distinguish whether 
Lady KiJsyth was alive or dead. The question is, 
what preservative was used, and how applied. 
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AN ESTIMATE OF FEBRUARY. 


One ofthe Periods of Heathenish Weather 
That Drive Man to Deviltry. 
Charles Dudley Warner in Harper’s. 

The month of February in all latitudes in the 
United Statesis uncertain. The birth of George 
Washington in it has not raised itin public esteem. 
In the north, itisa month to flee from;in the 
south,'at best itisa waiting month—a month of 
rain and fickle skies. A good deal has been done 
for it. Itis the month of St. Valentine, it is distin- 
guished by the leap-year addition ofa day, and 
ought to be a favorite of the gentle sex; but it re- 
mains asort of off period in the year. A month of 
rigid weather is supposed to brace up the moral na- 
ture, anda month of gentleness is supposed to 
soften the asperities of disposition, but February 
contributes to neither of these ends. 

February, however, is merely an illustration of 
the effect of weather upon the disposition. Per- 
sons differ in regard to their sensitivenesstocloudy, 
rainy and gloomy days. We recognize this in a 
general way, but the relation of temper and dispo- 
sition to the weather has never been scientifically 
studied. Our observation of the influence of cli- 
mate is mostly with regard to physical infirmities, 
We know the cffect of damp weather upon raeu- 
matics, and of the east wind upon gouty subjects, 
but too little allowance is made for the infinence 
of weather upon the spirits and the conduct of 
men. Weknow that a long period of gloomy 
weather leads to suicide, and we observe that long- 
continued cloudsand rain beget ‘‘crossuess’ snd 
ill-temper. and we are all familiar with the uni- 
versal exhilaration of sunshine and clear air upon 
apy company of men and women. 

But the point the Drawer wishes to make is that 
neither society nor the law makes any allowance 
for the aberrations of human nature caused by dull 
and unpleasant weather. And this is very singular 
in this humantarian age, when excuse is found for 
nearly every Moral delinquency in hereditary or 
environment, that the greatest factor ot discontent 
and crookedness, the weather, should be left out of 
consideration altogether. The relation of crime to 
the temperature andthe humidity of the atmos- 
phere is not takeninto account. Yet crime and 
eccentricity of conduct are very 
much the result of atmospheric con- 
ditions, since they depend upon the temper and 
the spirit of the community. Many people are 
habitually blue and downhearted in sour weather: 
a long spell of cloudy, damp, cold weather de- 
presses everybody, lowers hope, tends to melan- 
choly; and people when they are not cheerful are 
more apt to fall into evil ways, as a rule, than 
when they are in a normal state of good humor. 

And aside from crimes, the vexation,the friction, 
the domestic discontentin life are provoked by 
bad weather. 
tics as to incompatibitity between married couples 
produced by damp and raw days, and to know 
whether divorces are more numerous in the states 
that suffer from a fickle climate than ia those 
where the climate is more equable. 


Seeming Intoxication. 
From the Youth’s Companion, 


In no class of people does heredity do a more 
disastrous work than in the descendants of drink- 
ers, Whether excessive or moderate. A morbid ap- 
petite for liquor in such cases, with the disadvan- 
tage of an inherited nerve degeneration, may man- 
ifest itseifin many terrible forms. Among these 
many forms arethe ordinary symptoms of intoxi- 
cation in a person perfectly temperate. 

Dr. Crothers, of Hartford, Conn., presents many 
such cases in a paper read before the American as- 
sociation for the cure of inebriates, and published 
in the Alienist and Neurologist. 

The first cases tha: attracted his attention were 
two boys, sens of drunkards,in the Hartford deaf 
and dumb asylum, who had shown clear signs of 
intoxication from their birth. He was afterward 
surprised to find such cases not uncommon, In 
some persons the symptoms are present all the 
time, either appearing at birth, or slowly develop- 
ing with the growth of the child. Most of such 
cases show other marked indications of physical 
degeneration—as idiocy, imbecilivy, or bodily de 


formity.

include persons jof average intellect, and even of 
genius. In them the neurotic (nerve) degenera- 
tion may, at a later date, end in imbecility or in- 
sanity. A farmer, fifty-four years o]d,a man of 
wealth and character, whose father was a drunk- 
ard, but who himself never used any kind of 
spirits, showed symptoms of intoxication after 
meeting with an accident from a runaway horse. 
At the funeral of a child, some months later, his 
family were greatly mortified at his silly language, 
staggering gait, and other marked symptoms of 
intoxication. A year later a similar attack follow- 
ed the burning of some buildings on his farm. 

There are similar cases in which the nerve de- 
generation is due, not to heredity, but to early 
habits of intoxication. A noted temperance lec- 
turer, a total abstainer for ten years or more, re- 
ceived while lecturing a dispatch announcing the 
fatal ijiness of his daughter. He drank a glass of 
water, became confused, staggered, and was led 
from the stage laughing and shouting in a maud- 
lin way. He had drank no spirits, but the and- 
tence supposed him intoxicated.

A Once Famous Lawyer Crowded Oat By 
His Oddities.

l‘or many years the leader of the criminal 
bar in this city was John Graham, 

Jsaw him yesterday, now avery old man. Once 
he was the fashion. Nogreat murder case could be 
tricd without JohnGraham. Later, when theinfa- 
miesof Tweed, Sweeney and company were be- 
fore the public, Graham was chosen asthe man 
among all the leaders of the bar as chief consult- 
ant. He defended MacFariand. the assassin of Al- 
bert D. Richardson—and by the. way MacFarland 
floated to the surface of the gutier a few days 
since, and wassent toarefuge, as utterly used up 
and played out, and unable to do anything for 
himseli~and the list of noted men he formerly de- 
fended would fill columns of your paper. Little by 
little he gained the reputation of being queer. H¢ 
always wore, and wears, a huge Byronic collar 
turned far over his coat, exposing a vast neck sit 
face. IHlis forcefal, brutal at 
al times, and his teinper justthis side of ungovern- 
able. Heit was,in the court fof general sessions, 
when the case of Maclarland was before Recorder 
Hackett, who after a few words with the acting 
district attorney, subsequently Judge Noah Dayis 
of the supreme court, seized a huge volume of the 
code and threatened to brain his antagonist then 
and there. 

No one ever heard of Graham in social life. No 
one ever encountere! him in a public assembly, or 
found him in scenes of gayety. Rumors flitted here 
and there as to the way he spent his hours of leis- 
ure, and gradually, as age crept over him, and he 
Was scen very rarely in the courts, and less fre- 
quently on the street, it was said he is ‘a little 
oti.”’ 

That he isan oddity one glance will suflice to 
show. That he is pectiiar, and strange, and has 
his own fancies of dress, of bearing, of speech, all 
who know him will readily admit.

himself to be odd, a little off the general track. 

Yet who would consider him insane? 

Who would say that this man who has every law 
technicality at his finger’s end, who knows more 
in aminute than scores of the ultra-fashionable 
lawyers could learn in years, is unable to attend to 
his affairs or those of his clients, if he were to have 
any’ The weak spot, itseemstome,in men and 
women who are odd and eccentric in costume and 
behavior, is not so much that they are odd as that 
they areintentionally odd. I don’t think the 
Count Joannes was intentionally odd. I think it 
was born in him to be peculiar, and it was an open 
secret that he had suffered some strange bereave- 
ment of an affectional natire into whose mysteries 
the public, curious though they might be, were not 
permitted toenter. But Graham, born in New 
York of a well known New York family, well edu 
cated, surrounded from his boyhood with all that 
under ordinary circumstances would make one 
careful, deliberately costumed himself in this 
queer and indefensible manner, and tnat in my 
jndgment is the weak point in his nature. 
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The Thetis Going to Alaska. 
From the Washington Post. 

Commander Emory,of the Thetis,is in the city, 
having tun over from New York to have an _ inter- 
view with the secretary of the navy. In answerto 
a question Ly a reporter, Lieutenant Emory says 
that the assignment of the Thetis to Alaska has 
nothing whatever to do with an Arctic or any 
other exploration, past or projected, in northern 
latitudes. The. Thetis is peculiarly adapted to 
Alaskan waters, and is qualified for any work she 
may be called upon to performin the exploration 
of the coast linej;of the northwestern penin- 
sula or in support of the revenue or &civil 
authorities of that territory. It is not  gen- 
eraily known that the coast line of Alaska is 
in excess of fourteen thousand miles—more than 
half around the globe atthe equator. The pro- 
tection of thistremendous shore of the Arctic 
seas involves a good deal of vigilance. Lieutenant 
Emory and his friends have beena good deal an- 
boyed by the report that the assignment of the 
Thetis and its proposed dispatch to Alaskan‘ wa- 
telSs Was a mere cover for another arctic expedi- 
tion. Secretary Whitney has given no specific or- 
ders as yet except to require the Thetis to be ready 
and report for duty at Sitka next summer, The 
territory of Alaska has rapidly developed, and 
barring population isan empire of itself.

A CLOSE STUDENT 


Of Sumptuary Legislation Gives His Views 
On Prohibition. 

NEW CASTLE, Del., January 3.>B. A. Win- 
ternitz, of this city, who is a close student 
upon all political events, has prepared an elaborate 
account of his recent investigations upon the pro- 
hibition question, which has been pronounced as 
the greatest paper yet read before the symposium. 
He says the first failure of man to submit to prohi- 
bition was in the Garden of Eden, whereall hu- 
man misery began, and the man chosen by theCre- 
ator as the propagator of his race after tle deluge 
first exhibited the defects of his moral nature by 
intemperance. He traces the historical fact, show- 
ing that inebriety prevailed toa great extent among 
the ancient Israelites; that the Egyptians were 
strongly addicted to the use of wine and beer, and 
that during the time of the Pharaos laws were en- 
acted against excesses in drinking. Henotes /how, 
in China, long before the Christian era, the invent- 
ors of wine were banished from the dominion, to 
prevent the use of intoxicants, and how complete 
was the failure. 

Drunyenness, he fays, was common amongjthe 
Romans end Greeks, and in Sparta strangers were 
exhibited by the rulers ina ted state of intoxi- 
cation to crush tho desires of the 8 All the. 
efforts were tailures. He quote: fargely from the 
iaws seen gee Turkey and other eastern coun- 

tthe prohibito y and restrictive 
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laws were put into o ion centuries before our 
civilization was acqu and bow they all failed 
n their objects, He refers to the hittory of Russia, 
Poland, Geimany and Great Britain and the regu- 
lations in those countries against drinking and sell- 
jing intoxicants, to the causes that produced these 
laws and the reason of their utter and continuous 
failure. Instances are cited where revolutions, 
misrule and great and overwhelming calamities 
brought on lawlessness, and poverty, and crime, 
and through these intemperance. Intempeance, 
he says, bas always existed, and prohibition 
has never rohibited. Sumptuary laws al- 
ways have failed and always will fail. 
Men's desires and passions, his moral aud phys- 
ical constitution, cry out agaiustthem. Relereace 
is made to the workings of the prohibitory laws of 
Maine, Michigan and Massachusetts to show tiat 
the law had fallen into public contempt—were un- 
just in theory and nugatory in practice, while in 
Rhode Island buta few cays ago, Mr. Freeman, 
the father of their prohibitory law, offered a reso- 
lution in the legislature providing for its ny Hox be- 
cause it was a dead letter <a the statute boo. 

He says it isa maxim underlying ail hum1a gov- 
e1yments founded upon the experience of all man 
kind, that you cannot legislate man into morality. 
Laws are not made to take away temptation, but 
they exhibit their main moral efficacy when they 
fnrnish men a free field of undisturbed life and se- 
cure to him his personal liberty. Prohibition laws 
sacrifice the liberties of one class to the 
vices, prejudices and passions of at- 
other, and are contrary to the spirit and 
genius of our institutions. Good laws are the re- 
sult of man’s victory over temptation, not his sub- 
mission toit. Throw around the vicious the pro- 
tecting aim of law and you fill your land with 
almshouses and hospitals, with prisons and _asy- 
jums. Teach the people the virtues of honesty, of 
sobriety, of industry, of frugality; teach them 
above all the blessings of independence and 
liberty. and you will make them prosperous and 
hapry. om 

‘tise Statements and arguments of the prohibi- 
tionists were then taken up and examined and 
statistics adduced to prove that the effects of in- 
lemperance were grossly exaggerated; that drink- 
ing to excess jis not to any large extent either a 
cause Of pauperism, disease or crime. He closed 
by s@ying that there is no’evilmore to be appre- 
hendcd than government burdened with ar- 
bitrary powers and charged with the responsibil- 
ity Of righting all the wrongs of which societ 
complains, that that government is best whic 
govelns least. 


ADVICE TO MOTHERS, 


Deformities Which May be Avoided--Posi- 
tion of the Child During Sleep, 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

One of the things of the utmost importance, if a 
mother would have her child grow up symmetrical 
in form, isto watch her baby with unceasing vigi- 
lance during his sleep. One able physibian de- 
clares that to carelessness upon this point is due 
most of the shortness of life not produced by ac- 
tual disease. ‘‘Note your child well,” he said toa 
young mother ‘‘when heis asleep, if you would 
have him grow up straight. You will find that 
from your own habit of must conveniently holding 
him on one particular side that he will soon grow 
to preter to lie upon one side only. 

‘I bave one patient who is abie to nurse her 
child only fram the right breast. the left one hav- 
ing gathered and so lost the milk, and the left side 
of that baby’s face is perceptibly smaller than the 
right, because from force of habit he has grown to 
prefer to lie upon his left side, and she has ignor- 
antly permitted him todoso. -»- 

“You will find, too, that during his sleep he will 
draw up habitually one leg,if lying on one side,the 
other leg if lying upon the other. Turn him often 
and straighten his legs. This will not only con- 
duce greatly to his comfort, but much to your own, 
for frequently, when a baby’ stirs and seems in- 
clined to wake, itis beeause the soft little limbs 
have grown tired from lying in one position. Turn 
him over—not too gently, for by this very caution 
you will be most likely to waken him—draw down 
bis leg, shake and smooth his skirts; give hima pat 
and he is off for another hour's nap. 

Indeed, I have known babies treated in this way 
to sleep along for fiveor six hours at a stretch, 
when otherwise they would have been up perhaps 
in a half hour, with 7 a half oy 7 Thss process 
can be repeated with safety just as long asthe baby 
will stay asleep. Very often babies waken, not be- 
cause they want to rouse at all, but because they 
wert to turn over and do not know how to acovom- 
p shit 

it stands to reason that a child habituaily lying 
upen one side should habitually draw up one par 
ticular leg, thus producing, while the bones are 
soft and forming, a lesser or greater difference in 
length, and next, children should be put iatoshort 
clothes just as soon as practicable. and should not, 
atany be forced to wear excessively long ones. 
rhe ish of snch garments is very detrimental 
to th€ growth and development of the lower limbs. 
These (the lower limbs) should be well protected, 
but to*put upon alittle baby two or three skirts, 
four or five times as long as the little fellow him- 
seli, and — them in place by pinning them so 
Ughbt around him that he cannot breathe, is not 
“protection,” it is cruelty, — 

The garments should be so short as to insure at 
leasta moderate degree of freedom of action. It 
will do the baby good to go naked a little while 
each day, to kick and fence atitsown sweet will. 
Let the room be warm, hot if you choose, but—let 
the baby kick. Notonly will his lower limbs be 
developed by this freedom of action, but his lungs 
will be benefitted, his chest be expanded and _ his 
museles be strengthened in all parts of his body. 

Let us now pass on tothe time when slight de- 
fects, either created through ignerance or iuborn, 
have taken hold of the system, 

_ A mother notiess that ner four-year-old daughter 
is aCquiringa habit of holding her head slightly 
uyon one side, Still it looks ‘‘cute’’ and the chiid 
is permitted to doit, without any idea upon the 
mother’s part that there may be a cause for the 
habit. It grows upon her, however, and becomes 
confirmed. By the time she is seyenoeen one 
shoulder is higher than the other and she nolonger 
‘looks cute,’’ she only looks hopelessly awkward 

and the mother tries by. scolding and threats of 
various processes to break up the ‘ugly habit.’’ 
Lo! by some accident it is suddenly discovered 
that in all these years; while this “eute,”’ “uzly 
habit’’ has been forming, the daughter has been 
using but one eye, the vision of the other being 
Gefectivs to such a degree as to be practically use 

less. Hadshe had spectacles or judicious treat- 
ment for her eyes when the habit first set in, she

ters in Atlanta.” 

“Who will they be?” 

“Tiard to tell. The chances are that B. W. 
Wrenn, who isnow with the East Tennessee will 
be placed in charge of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville, and maybe the rumor about Raoul of the 
Central going to the East Tennessee may be 
tJuUe.,. 

‘When will all this take place? 
“Really, I can’t tell,’ 
“What about the shops being moved ?” 

‘Oh, nobcdy can answer that question. In 
the first place, the Richmond and Danville 
have control over the East Tennessee for only 
five years, ard unless the ownership becomes 
perpetual it wonld hardly pay to move them. 
The plantof the Richmond and Danville at 
Manchester is one of the finest in the world.
